In the 
end, he stayed at the National 
University as a iecturer in

Through hfs scholat’s interest 
in the Irish language he became 
Interested In the nationalist 
movement.and in the Sinn Fein 
organisation (founded, curious- 
jy, by ‘a man with the good 
Welsh name of Arthur Griffiths 
in 1905), 


‘Ho joined the underground 
“But he. was never 
thoroughly- trusted. by. its. kead- 
ens. He was too detached, too 
scholarly, too unemotional. 


In the uprising of 1916 he 
wes appointed Commandant of a, 
detachment. His detachment was 
the last to surrender and it 
disposed of more British troops 
than any: other, 


When it was over, de Valera 
was the senior surviving officer. 

‘He was also under sentence 
of death. 

That was commuted to life 
iiaprisonment and the imprison- 
ment lasted only oa year—until 
the generel amnesty of 1917, - 

Two later he was back 
in gaol. 
not noted for its efiiclency and

but to get to America where he

James Hoffa, “strong man" of the giant Teamsters Union,
